Washington.—1'araphrasiug the old 


saying that truth lies at the bottom 
of a well, students of International 
conditions in Washington say that If 
-.sar ever is "found" again it will be 
discovered at the bottom of an oil well. 


Developments in Washington thus 


far have failed to ea^e the anxiety 
lest 
the oil concession granted by 


Turkey to an American syndicate 
shall create international difficulties 
which may bear the fruit of danger. 


One of the first thing.-, which Uncle 


Sam's State department 
did after 


hearing that the Angora assembly had 
sanctioned the oil concession to Rear 
Admiral Coiby M. Chester and per- 
sons associated with him, wns to re- 
quest that there should be no imme- 
diate movement in the direction of 
securing funds for the oil development 
enterprise without first consulting the 
officials of the Department of State. 


Great Britain and France have their 


claims in the affected territory, and 
seemingly there is nothing particular- 
ly 
soothing 
to 
American financial 


sensibilities in the most recent reports 
from Great Britain and France con- 
cerning the feelings over the matter 
In thosp countries. 


The State department naturally and 


probably entirely properlj takes the 
view that, this conce'^'on having been 
granted by an independent 
govern- 


ment to persons of Its own choosing, 
there can be no proper interference 


I by European powers because a com- 
mercial advantage seems to be ac- 
cruing to American business interests. 


How the British Feel About It. 
Students of the situation here seem 


to believe, however, that there will be 
attempts made to secure the revoca- 
tion of the grant" by European powers 
who hold concessions in the affected 
territory granted to them by the old 
regime in Turkey. Moreover, Ameri- 
can observers of the situation 
say 


that so far as the people of Great 
Britain are concerned it will be found 
that thfere exists a strong sentiment 
for the pressing of the original British 
claims in the matter. 
Sentiment of a 


whole people Is accounted by diplo- 
mats as a great factor in international 
matters, and so it may be that senti- 
ment in the case of Great Britain 
may prove stronger than the mere de- 
Hire to secure commercial privileges. 


A dny or two ago the writer talked 


to an Englishman on the general sub- 
jpcr of the Turkish oil concession to 
American interests. The Englishman 
is a mnn of high standing in his own 


• ountry, although he is not an official 
nf his government.

]i'-t>bul)Iy gives the human viewpoint 
of t!,e average Englishman, nnd the 
.M-miniMit underlying his statement 
possibly may prove to be a prime

settled. The Englishman sa-d this: 


"There were 250.000 British soldiers 


who laid down their lives In Meso- 
potamia for the cause of civilization. 
Tli" British people spent hundreds of 
millions of pounds to rout the Turk 
in the same cause. 
Are commercial 


privileges to be denied to the nation 
which won the Eastern victory for 
Immunity?" 


French Hold Old Concessions. 


The French hold concessions from 


the old Ottoman go\ eminent in the 
fields to which the American enter- 
prise is turned for development pur- 
poses, and for which it has been 
given the sanction of the Angora as- 
sembly. 
Not onlv the French and 


the British but also the Russians 
claim they have priority rights in the 
oil fields involved in the concession 
to Americans. 
The Americans, how- 


over, seemingly were earlier in the 
field, for as long ago as IftOS Rear Ad- 
miral Chester started negotiations to 
obtain 
for United States Interests 


priority rights in tins particular Turk- 
ish oil-producing district. 


Admiral Chester. who is retired, is 


In his eightieth ye.ir, but he is active 
today in every walk of life. For years 
he has been ntternpfing to secure rail- 
way and mine, as well as oil, conces- 
sions from the Turkish government. 
He Is said to be personally grateful to 
the Turks and probably their long 
knowledge of him had something to 
do with the granting of this conces- 
sion with Its tremendous possibilities. 
The admiral, by the way, vvas an en- 
sign under Farragut and took part 
in the battle of Mobile bay and in 
the capture of Fort Morgan in 1804.

Investigating Veterans' Bureau. 


Maj. 
Gen. John F. O'Kyan of New 


York, officer in the reserve corps of 
the army and commander of a division 
overseas, and who today is counsel of 
the senate committee charged with the 
work of investigating tiie uil'.iirs of the 
veterans' bureHii, has 
r!t>cl>m>tl there 


are evidences \\nrni m i:m the predic- 
tion that disclosure^ will .-.how that in 
the bureau there Iw/'been "dishonesty 
on a rretty big sciile here and there." 


This word of the attorney of the in- 


vestigating 
committee 
has 
refer- 


ence only to past operations In the 
bureau, which now is under the au- 
thority of the new director. Brig. Gen. 
Frank T. Ilines. The senate investi- 
gating committee has just begun its 
work. 
It is composed or these mem- 


bers: Senators Iteed, Pennsylvania, 
and Oddle, Xe\adu, who are Republic- 
ans, and Senator Walsh, Massachu- 
setts, who Is a Democrat. 


Between 3,000,000 and 4,000,000 of 


war veterans throughout the United 
States will watch the progress of the 
investigation with high Interest. Thus 
far since the change in the manage- 
ment of the bureau there nave been 
few complaints of delay or of injus- 
tices in the apportionment of com- 
pensation. 
One never can tell, how- 


ever, when an epidemic of complaints 
will break out. 
Many complaints, it 


is known, are based on no reason, but 
when one complaint Is entered and 
publicity is given to it some way or 
another other complaints cotne piling 
in. The complaint business seems to 
be contagious. 
Where They May Find Irregularities. 


It can be said in a general way that 


no one expects that high officials of 
the bureau under the old regime will 
be found to have profited by actual 
dishonest practices. The feeling seems 
to be that graft or dishonesty, if any 
is found, will be shown to have oc- 
curred in rather hidden corners of the 
service, but It is on the hidden cor- 
ners which it is the business of the 
investigating committee to turn the 
light. 
It ia believed In Washington 


that irregularities, or at any rate 
carelessness in the expenditure of 
funds, if there was any such, will be 
found to be connected with the opera- 
tions of selecting and buying hospital 
sites, and in the erection of buildings 
for the use of ex-service men. 


Washington is n sort of focal point 


for the attention of the veterans all 
over the United States. They watch 
the main office of the bureau appar- 
ently more keenly than they do the 
branch offices in various parts of the 
country. 
It is expected that the in- 


vestigating committee virtually will be 
swamped with complaints 
concerning 


individual cases. 
It is not believed 


the committee can give attention to 
the hundreds of personal grievances 
which will be presented. 
The work 


of tine committee is to discover where 
the trouble was, to punish the trouble 
makers, if possible, and to see that 
nothing of the kind at all occurs again. 


It is believed in Washington, and it 


is unquestionably tiie hope of the vet- 
eran body, that the committee will 
turn, up to the light all the cases of 
men given employment In the vet- 
erans'bureau who have obtained their 
jobs not because they were competent 
to do the work but because they had 
the backing of the politicians. 


"Influence" to Be Disregarded. 
The most recent public expression 


of service intention on the part of the 
new director was the hold utterance 
a few dti}1- ngo that under his rule 
any man whose case was recommend- 
ed for investigation by a congress- 
man or any other official of govern- 
ment would be given no more consid- 
eration than the man who-,e case was 
presented by himself without any in- 
fluence back of him.

IK known 


definitely Hint some men pricr to this 
time ha\e had their cases pushed 
ahead of the cases of other men equal- 
ly deserving simplj because some man 
of 
intliience in the 
country asked 


prior consideration for his favorite. 


It is only fair to the bureau's au- 


thorities and other men and women 
charged with the work of caring for 
disabled veterans in different parts of 
the country, to bay that the public 
.should not take one case of abuse as 
representing a general condition. It 
is the invariable rule of sotrie of the 
Legion men whose attention constant- 
ly is directed to supposed cases of In- 
justice 
to investigate carefully 
bur 


riuickly, in order to find out whether 
the complaint Is justifiable before tak- 
ing action 


There are cases of imagined griev- 


ances and occasionally the imagina- 
tive one succeeds in getting public- 
ity for his supposed wrongs, and in- 
stantly the public jumps to the con- 
clusion that the case is a righteous 
one and that all the veterans are suf- 
fering likewise.
